CONFIDED IN ACCUSED ©. 

According to the Crown case, the 
victim was the concubine of Chan 
Wun, master of a leather shop in 
Jervois Street. She was staying at 
No. 400, Portland Street, where she 
was the principal tenant of the 
floor. Her husband visited her 
monthly to give her allowances. 
She became acquainted with ac- 
cused while staying at No. 79, Lai- 
chikok Road. Accused visited her 
frequently, but usually in the com- 
pany of two friends, Ho Wing and 
Ng Kau-tip. 

Being ignorant of the legal -pro- 
cedure ‘to recover some’ money 
which was owing to. her, she con- 
fided in the accused who introduc- 
ed her to a firm of solicitors. Ac- 
tion was taken in. due course, but 
the principal debtor had absconded, 
it was believed, to Macau. 

During early December, accused 
planned a pleasure trip to Macao 
at the expense -of the murdered 
woman, and in the company of Ho
